"gan consulate has been partly wrecked by

Admiral Kautz of the Philadelphia on 
March 15 issued an ultimatum ordering Ma- 
taafa, the usurping chief, to withdraw his 
warriors from the municipality of Apia. The 
rebels defied this order and began an at- 
tack on the town in the direction of the 

tish and American consulates. 

The American cruiser Philadelphia and 
the British cruisers Porpoise and Royalist 
grew up in line to-the harbor and opened 
fre on the villages surrounding the city, 
which were occupied by Mataafa and his 
foliowers. Most of the inhabitants of Apia 
took refuge on the warships. Guards of 
marines were sent ashore to protect prop- 
prty. 

The suburban town of Mulinu was evacu- 
ated by Mataafa and immediately taken 
possession by the American bluejackets, 
who threw up hasty fortifications. Two 
Shousand Malietoa refugees are sheltered 
there. 


Night Attack by Rebels.

Native Loss Is Heavy. 

The warships have continued the shelling 
of villages for a week. Whenever gather- 
ings of Mataaefa’'s troops are sighted within 
fange of the cruisers’ guns fire is opened. 

The 
mative loss is large, but the exact number is 
Bnknown. 

During the shelling one day a projectile 
ffom the Philadelphia burst near the Amer- 
ean Consulate, damaging the building and 
Shattering the leg of an American marine.

German Consul Opposes. 

Herr Rose, the German Consul at Apia, is- 
Sued a proclamation, supplementing the one 
he had isued severa] weeks before, upholding 
the provisional sovernment. As a result of 
this, the Mataafans assembled in large 
forces and hemmed in the town. 

_ The British cruiser Royalist brought the 
Malietoa prisoners from the islands to which 
they had been transferred by the provisional 

government. ? 

The Americans then fortified Mulinuu, 
where 22,000 Malietoans took refuge. The 
rebels—the adherents of Mataafa—barri- 
caded the roads within the municipality and 
seized the British houses. : 

An ultimatum was then sent to them, or- 
dering them to evacuate and threatening 
them, in the event of refusal, with a bom- 
bardment at 1 o'clock on the afternoon of 
March 15. | 

This was ignored, and the rebels com- 
menced an attack in the direction of the 
United States and British consulates about 
half an hour before the time fixed for the 
bombardment. 


Warships Open Fire. 

The Philadelphia, Porpoise, and Royalist 
opened fire upon the distant villages. There 
was great difficulty in locating the enemy, 
Owing to the dense forest, but several shore 
villages were soon in flames. 

A defective shell from the Philadelphia 
exploded near the American consulate, and 
the marines outside narrowly escaped. A 
fragment struck the leg of Private Rudge, 
shattering it so badly as to necessitate am- 
putation. Another fragment traversed the 
German consulate, smashitig the crockery. 
The Germans then went on board the Ger- 
man cruiser Falke. | 

During the night the rebels made u hot 
attack on the town, killing three British 
Sailors. A British marine was shot in the 
leg by a sentry of his own party, another 
was shot in the foot, and an American sen- 
try was killed at his post. 

The bombardment continuing, the inhab- 
itants of the town took refuge on board the 
Royalist, greatly crowding the vessel.

Tauranga arrived here on March 7 under

It is surmised that its visit was the result 
of rumors of an intended German annexa- 
tion, the cruiser aiming to secure an agree- 
ment that if any nation is to annex the 
Tonga, Islands it shall be England. 


The Captain of the Tauranga, before leav- 
‘ing on March 18, said he had accomplished 


his mission satisfactorily, and that the Ger- 
man incident had been overrated, the Ger- 
man claims being trifling except as to the 
right to a coaling station in the island of 


Vavao. | 
It is doubtful whether the German Consul 


intends to proceed even with this. 


LONDON AND BERLIN COMMENT. 


London Editors Assert German Author- 
ities at Samoa Have Incurred a 


Heavy Responsibility. 


London, March 30.—The morning papers 
comment on the serious news from Samoa, 
the presumption being that the cruiser 
‘Tauranga was stopped at the Fiji Islands 
by the Admiral because required for service 
at’ Samoa. The Standard says: 

“The rebellious chiefs must be coerced 
and punished, and something more than a 
nominal penalty will be required for the 
blood of British and American sailors. The 
German authorities at Apia have incurred 
a heavy responsibility. We cannot believe 
that Berlin will uphold their action, as it 
is not worth Germany's while to quarrel 
with England and America over Samoa.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘‘ There is only 
one alternative. Germany must, remove 
her Consul (Herr Rose), or go out of the 
protectorate.” 

The Morning Post, commenting upon the 
‘‘mystery surrounding the affair,’’ and the 
“impossibility of reconciling the events in 
Samoa with diplomatic assurances lately 
given by Berlin and Washington,’’ says: 

‘‘Admiral Kautz and his coadjutors were 
not competent to dismiss the provisional 
government. The single bright spot in ¢his 
dark business is that the Americans and 
British fought splendidly together.”’ 

The Daily Mailsays: “Itisa consolation 
to think that, as in Crete, the spilling of 
British and American blood will bring a solu- 
tion of the crisis. All three powers should 
recall their Consuls, and as the friendship 
of Germany is the pivot of our foreign 
policy, her wishes should be. respected in 

al settlement.”’

EAGANSAYS PRESERVATIVES FIG- 
URED IN CONTRACTS. 


Former Commissary Contradicts His 
Previous Testimony Before Inquiry 
Board—Admits Experimental Na- 

oture of Supply Arrangements—Says 
He Mistrusted His Own Men—Blames 
General Shafter—He Denies Being 
Dominated by Alger. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Former Commissary General Charles P. 
Eagan, an unwilling but amenable witness 
before the Miles Court of Inquiry this after- 
noon, testified under stress of cross-examin- 
ation that agents of Armour & Co. advanced 
the use of a preservative process as reason 
why the gévefnment should enter into con- 
tract with the firm for the supply of re- 
frigerated beef to the army in Cuba. 

To the best of General Eagan’s recollec- 
tion the bid itself contained. the inference 


fore the court tomorrow. | 
General Eagan, however, asserted that the 


fore the bid was submitted. : 

Between the time the bid was received 
and the contract awarded the General said 
he made it the rule to refuse to discuss the 
bids with any of the agents. : 

The names of the agents he could not re- 
call, though he was sure he would recog- 
nize them. 

The fact of the conversations was elicited 
as the concluding sensation of an examina- 
tion which was prolific of admissions and 
explanations varying between the important | 


and the startling. 


: Eagan Hastens to Explain. 

At the outset of his hearing General Eagan 
sought the chance to correct his testimony 
of the first: hearing relating to, the twenty- 
four-hour clause in the Swift contract. He 
was requested to wait the pleasure of the 
court, and he submitted, though with little 
a arance of grace. 

aa soon as he was permitted to discuss the 
time compact he stated that he was wrong 
ih his first examination when he said that his 
understanding was that the meat should 
remain good seventy-two hours after being 
issued either from the ship’s refrigerators 
or from refrigerating houses ashore. 

His explanation in further detail had some 
of the aspects of a creation of his humor. 
He said, practically, that the twenty-four- 
hour clause was inserted into the contract, 
though he had at first forgotten the matter, 
to deceive the issuing regimental commis- 
saries and soldiers into the belief that the 
beef would have to reach its destination in- 
side of twenty-four hours or it would spoil. 

“If it kept longer, so much the better,”’ 
said the General.. ‘‘ My experience has led 
me to distrust our own people in the care 
given commissary articles. If the soldiers 
thought the meat would spoil in twenty-four 
hours they would hurry it to camp.” 

His first intention, he said, had been to 
have an undeviating seventy-two-hour guar- 
antee. When he saw, however, that opera- 
tions were to be cenfined to the Santiago dis- 
trict he explained that he realized the meat 
could be got to the camps much sooner than 
he had at first anticipated. He therefore 
thought .he was justified in making the con- 


| tracting firm believe its burden was light- 


ened, while at the same time giving the 


porting and issuing the meat. 

General Eagan held with stubborn resolve 
to the assertion that representatives of 
Swift &-Co. had declared the preservation 
of meat for seventy-two hours to be feasible 
in the tropical climate of Cuba. 

-The contract, he said, was drawn up on 
that line, the twenty-four-hour clause at its 
extreme interpretation meaning only that 
the guarantee ended at the expiration of that 
time from the hour of the meat’s issuance 
‘from the shore refrigerator. 

Inasmuch as shore refrigerators were not 
built while the campaign lasted General 
Eagan maintained that the seventy-two- 
hour guarantee for shipboard issue was the 
only limit which could apply. 


Admits Plan Was Experimental. 

Of further reaching import perhaps than 
his confession of error, General Eagan ad- 
mitted the experimental nature of the plan 
of furnishing the army in the field with re- 
frigerated beef. 

From his testimony it was evident that 
General Eagan regarded every other means 
of subsistence as subordinate to the dressed 
beef. Even canned roast beef, he said, was 
a makeshift ration, intended to be used only 
when refrigerated beef could not be ob- 
tained. 

The blame for its excessive use, which he 
did not deny, he placed, with the emphasis 
of bitterness, upon General Shafter and his 
Chief Commissary, whom he accused of 
picking the canned roast beef out of a sur- 
plus of other Tampa stores, bacon, corned 
beef, and other tinned meats. 

In the same manner in which he referred to 
the soldiers when relating the trick of the 
twenty-four-hour clause, he blamed the at- 
tacks of the officers and enlisted men upon 
the article to “ignorance and prejudice,”’ 
which, he said, had been declared against 
the Subsistence department for many years. 
The complaints which might not come under 
his harsh heading he laid to the account of 
the sickness of the men in Cuba. 

In accepting the responsibility for the huge 
experiment of roast beef, General Eagan dis- 
played no perturbation. He seemed almost. 
to glory in the answer he gave when asked 
if any precedent existed for supplying an 
army operating in the field in a tropical 
country with refrigerated beef. 

“To an army in the field? No,” he an- 
swered, ‘but that cut no figure with me. 
Because a thing was not done yesterday is 
no reason why it cannot be done today.” 


Commissary Grew Profane. 


In kindred connection with this display of 
self-sufficiency, a witness who preceded 
General Eagan, Major J. D. Black, Commis- 


General on his return from Porto Rico last 
August that the soldiers would not eat re- 
frigerated beef, the’ information drawing 
from him the explosive answer: , 

“G—— d— them, they had no right to. 

G—— d—— them, I would have 
made them eat it!’’ 

General Eagan was subjected to a rigid 
and at times stinging cross-examination. 
Under some of the-insinuations cast at him 
he could have been forgiven for an outburst 
of passion, but, to his credit, it can be said 
he retained a soldierly command of himself, 
though he could not conceal the fact that 
his temper was sorely ruffled. 

Again and again Major Lee made the effort 
to show tliat Secretary Alger was respon- 
sible for the decision to supply refrigerated 
beef instead of beef on the hoof, and for 
the later determination to award Swift & Co. 
the contract. 3

** What report did you receive from Col- 
onel Weston at Tampa concerning a Powell 
experiment?’’ General Eagan was asked. 

*“*I got some telegram, but it was five 
months before I knew what it was about. I 
was having conducted at Tampa an experi- 


ment for preserving beef in ice, and I sup- . 


posed at first he referred to that.”’ 

**Did you ever. hear the Powell process 
discussed about you by the men represent 
ing Armour & Co., or Swift & Co.?” | 

“I don’t know as I heard any particular 
talk about them, but I believe the bid of 
one firm proposed its use. I didn’t want 
that kind of meat, so it didn’t interest me. 
I wanted meat as good as goes to the best 
hotels in America.”’ 

*‘ After letting the contracts were you in- 
formed officially that the Powell process 
was used by Armour & Co.?” F 

** Not to this day.”’ es 

Major Lee did not return to the topic for 


nearly ten minutes.

“I may have heard it said. The agents 
said many things about one another.”’ 

** Did you hear at that time that Armour & 
Co. or Swift & Co. were using a preserva- 
tive process?” 


Bids on Processed Beef. 

*T think Armour & Co. did bid to furnish 
processed beef. I can’t recall the details.” 

** What kind of a process?” 
can’t remember.”’ 

“This intimation was from Armour & 

“IT think so.” 

** Before letting the contract for Cuba and 
Porto Rico?’ 

** What agent talked to you?” 

“TI have noidea. There were so many of 
them here I could not distinguish between 
them. I should recognize the agents of any 
of the firms if I should see them again.’’ 

** You have no idea what the process was?’ 

“I didn’t care to know. I ran my eye 
down an abstract and found the lowest re- 
eponsible bidder u. 
Swift & Co., not Atmout&Co.” 

Thinks It Was Armour’s Bid. 

On redirect examination Colonel Davis 
asked: ‘“‘ Was that proposition in Armour’s 
bid?’’ 

**I think it was,”’ was the response. 

General Eagan was in the courtroom 
promptly at 2 o’clock when the court reas- 
sembled after the noon. recess. 

‘“‘I report myself to the court,”’ he said, as 
he dropped into the witness chair. 

** You had some conversation,”’ began Col- 
onel Davis, abruptly, *‘ with agents of Swift 
& Co. prior to the awarding of the Cuban re- 
frigerated beef contract. What was its sub- 
stance?’’ 

**I couldn't possibly give it except in a 
general way. First I desire to correct my 
previous testimony on the twenty-four- 
hour clause. 

“Never mind, that will come later. 
your attention to the contracts now.” 

“There was a conference between myself, 
Mr. Swift of Boston,.and Mr. Gardner of 
Chicago. They thought some of my views 
about time harsh and a hardship.” 

** General, some time between the time you 
advertised for bids and the time you award- 
ed the contract you seem to have had a 
change of heart. The advertisement was for 
beef on the hoof as well as refrigerated 
beef. When the bids were opened all for 
beef on the hoof were thrown out. Why?’ 


Hoof Beef a Last Resort. 

**I can best answer that by explaining my 
theory of the whole business. My plan was 
to have refrigerated beef wherever it could 
be furnished; failing that, beef on the hoof 
was a last resort. I preferred refrigerated 
beef. No one of the contractors who ever 
talked with me will deny that I expressed 
that preference to them. I advertised for 


Give 


all in order that I might be prepared for 


any crisis.”’ 

Proceeding to the disputed issue of time 
limits, Colonel Davis read the clauses in the 
contract, and General Eagan launched at 
once into explanation. 

** Originally,” he said, ‘‘I had thought of 
steamers going up and down the coast. No 
one’ knew then where the army might go. 
My idea was that seventy-two hours would 
give time for delivery. Later on I found 
that the operations would be limited in all 
probability to Santiago. Then I desired the 
seventy-two hours because I didn’t know 
what delay there might be from shipboard 
to shore and from shore to camp. 


Forgot He Changed His Mind. 
“TI originally stated that I intended it to 
be seventy-two hours from any point. When 
I added the twenty-four-hour clause I had 


‘forgotten I had changed my ming. I was 
impelled to change to twenty-four hours 
from the refrigerators ashore because I was | 


afraid of transportation. I didn’t want the 
troops to know the meat would keep seven- 
ty-two hours. I intended it for daily deliv- 
ery. At Tampa, in experiment, it did keep 
twenty-four hours.” 

In the cross-examination Major Lee 
turned to the subject. 

“What made you believe the meat would 
keep seventy-two hours?, Do you mean by 
the use of a preservative?” 

‘“‘No. I was informed by Swift's repre- 
sentatives that with proper care it would 
keep that Jong.” 

“What do you mean by proper care?” 

“I mean that the regimental commissaries 
should not send it to camp on manure wag- 
ons or keep it uncovered in the hot sun.” 

** Was this frequently done?” 

“T heard of some instances, not im 
but imeamp. As far as I can remember that 
was one of the reasons I changed the sev- 
enty-two-hour clause to twenty-four hours. 


Distrusted His Own Men. 

“My experience with stores has made me 
distrust my own men. I wanted to make 
them think that the beef must be well cared 
for. If they thought it would keep o 
twenty-four hours they would hurry ft to

Cause of Disaster Not Clear. 

The exact nature of the disaster is not 
known tonight by the officials of the Les 
line in this city.

Fine River Craft. 

The steamer Rowena Lee was owned by 
the Lee line of Memphis and was one of the 
finest passenger steamers in the Mississippi 
River trade. It plied between Memphis and 
Cairo. Most of the crew lived here. 

As to the passenger list of the {ll-fated vesr 
sel, nothing can be obtained at the Memphis 
office of the company tonight. An effort has 
been made to get the names of those pas- 
sengers who embarked at Cairo, but this list 
is not forthcoming. 5 

The Rowena Lee was built at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., five years ago, and was valued 


at $50,000.

+ Lee in 1894, betng burned while moored at 


Hopefield Bend, two miles above Memphis. 

The Rowena and the Rosa Lee, named 
after Captain Lee’s daughters, were con- 
tinued in local and upper Mississippi River 
service. The Rosa Lee was sunk less than a 
year ago, and the disaster to the Rowena 
Lee is a last chapter in the series of river 
horrors. 

The Lee line of steamers was established 
more than half a century ago by the father 
of the present Captain James Lee, who bore 
the same name. The cotton packet and local 
business was highly profitable until the 
river became paralleled fifteen or twenty 
years ago with railroads, and since then the 
business has been gradually going from bad 
to worse. 

The Lee line is the last survivor of ajnum- 
ber of large local lines of a quarter of.a 
century ago and recalls the daysi when the 
James Led and the Kate Adams would race 
from Helena or Arkansas City forithe honor 
of bringing in the first bale of cotton, and 
the arrival of a big Anchor line packet 
loaded with sugar and molasses was an 
event of more than passing moment. 


LIES STRANDED ON THE ROCKS. 


Big Four-Masted British Freighter 
--- Norseman of the Warren Line ~ 
Goes Ashore. 


Boston, Mass., March 29.—[Special.}]—The 
big four-masted British freighter Norseman 
of the Warren line Hes stranded on the rocks 
off Marblehead in a dangerous position. 

The steamer, in commandé of.Captain Rees, 
left Liverpool on March 18 with a miscel- 
laneous cargo, and carrying a crew and cat- 
tlemen numbering 102. It was due to arrive 
here yesterday. It entered the bay shortly 
after midnight. -The weather was stormy, 
and the steamer ran too close to the rocks, 
and before it could be backed out of its 
dangerous surroundings ran ashore and soon 
began to fill.

FIND LOST SMALLPOX CASE. 


Frank Perkins, Who Fled Several Days 
Ago from a Dispensary, Taken to 
the Pesthouse.

Frank Perkins, the colored smallpox pa- 
tient who fled last Friday from the North- 
western University Dispensary after he hed 
been told that he was suffering from that 
disease, was located last evening at 310 
Twenty-ninth street, and physicians from 
the Health department, after examining 
the man, declared therefwas no question his 
was a well-developed case of smallpox. The 
announcement caused \intense excitement 
in the neighborhood. An ambulance was 
summoned, and took Perkins to the pest- 
house. 

All the evening colored people stood in 
groups about the place. Polfcemen detailed 
to guard the house and warn persons from 
going near it. ‘rebelled’ at exposing them- 
selves to the disease, and took up positions 
at a distance. 

Perkins lived in Twenty-ninth street, near 
Armour avenue, with his wife. Another 
woman, whose hame is not knowr also 
lives in the place. After Perkins left the 
dispensary nothing was heard of him until 
he entered the drug store of Dr. W. F. 


Taylor at Twenty-ninth street and Armour 


avenue. He asked Dr. Taylor to examine 
the rash on his face. The physician advised 
Perkins to submit himself to city physicians 
for examination. In the afternoon Mrs. 
Perkins called on Dr. Taylor and told him 
she suspected her husband had smallpox. 
The Health department was then notified. 
Dr. George C. Hunt of the Health depart- 
ment said: 

“The -‘man was broken out all over tho 
body. It will be fortunate if a spread of the 
disease is prevented.”’ 

Last evening twelve physicians from the 
Health department were detailed to vac- 
cinate every resident in the ncighborhood. 
When the colored people learned of this 
families fled from their homes and saloons 
were deserted. A dance was in progress 
at Twenty-ninth and State streets, but the 
dancers fled and the festivities came to 
an end.

The 
delivery boundaries of this station will be 
Harrison street on the north, Ashland av- 
enue to Twelfth street on the east, Robey 
street to Nineteenth on the south, and Ked- 
gie avenue on the west. 

The other will be at Cragin on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad.

MINNESOTA TROOPS HERE 


MEN OF FIFTEENTH REGIMENT 
DENY GEN, YOUNG’S CHARGES. 


Gopher State Soldiers Go Through 
Chicago on Their Way Home—They 
Declare a Court of Inquiry Will Be 
Asked For to Investigate Acctsa- 
tions of Cowardice and Inefficiency 
Made Against Them—Are in Good 
Health and Spirits, 


. The mustered out Fifteenth Minnesota 

Voiunteer Regiment arrived in Chicago yes- 
terdeay in three sections over the Monon, the 
Big Four, and the Pennsylvania railroads, 
and left for Minneapolis at 6:80 o’clock by 
way of the Northwestern line. While here 
the men denied charges that have been made, 
against the regiment. 

The first section came in over the Big 
Four, arriving at 1:30 o’clock, and the men 
spent their time seeing the sights of the 
town in the few hours they had’ before 
leaving. Few of the officers came with the 
men, and as the latter had been mustered. 
out they were at liberty to spend their time 
as they pleased. Numbers of them invaded 
the lunch counters, paraded the streets, and 
gazed with interest at the campaign ban-. 
ners. 

The regiment was mustered out last Mon- 
day at Augusta, Ga., where it had been sta- 
tioned since Nov. 17. The men said they had 
nothing to complain of in their treatment 
while there, but one and all seemed glad to, 
be on their way home. They were in good 
health and spirits and praised the accom- 
modations which the railroads had given 
them on the trip. 

The Fifteenth Minnesota is the regiment 
which General Young accused of cowardice 
and inefficiency in dealing with a mutiny and 
an attempt at a lynching on Feb. 6. The 
regiment is com by Colonel H. A. 
Leonhauser, who is Captain in the Twenty- 
fifth Regular Infantry. Men and officers 
were highly indignant at the charges 
brought against them. 

‘* General Young himself,” said one of the 
officers, “‘ gave it as his opinion that the 
Fifteenth was one of the best disciplined 
and most efficient regiments in the service, 
and this in the company of a number of 
officers and only a few weeks before he made 
this charge. We have not heard the last of. 
this, and will not until Colonel Leonhauser 
obtains a court of inquiry.”’ 

It was generally understood among the 
men and officers that Colonel Leonhaeuser 
intended to go first to Minneapolis and then 
at once to Washington to press his demand 
for an inquiry. It was further stated that 
his being a Captain of the regular army.

CENTRAL REPAIR SHOPS. 


Beginning of the Republican Mayoral- 


ty Candidate’s Campaign Among 
the Manufacturing Plants of the 
City—At Meetings at Edgewater and 
Other Places in the Evening He 
Condemns Newspapers Which Are 
Urging the Election of Harrison. 


Zina R. Carter made use of the Illinois Cen- 
tral repair shops at Burnside for an audi- 
torium yesterday noon, and from a pile of 
scrapiron addressed a gathering of railway 
blacksmiths and machinists. 
for the Republican principles of honest city 
government and twenty-year street railway 
franchises. The speech was the beginning 
of a campaign which the Republican May- 
oralty candidate will push among the fac- 
tories and workshops of the city, extending 
to a tour of the Stock-Yards packing houses 
and slaughter houses this morning, and in- 
cluding most of the big manutacturing 
plants. 

When the noon whistle blew at the repair 
shops Mr. Carter began a reception from the 
deck of a greasy handcar. With him were 
Alderman Bennett of the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, John J. Magee, E. C. Fitch, E. K. 
Walker, T. E. Denker, E. A. Hughes, L. E. 
Hamburg, O. K. Smith, and P. R, Sprague, 
timekeeper of the car shops; Elmer Wilson, 
foreman of the storehouse; and C. N. Chit- 
tenden, chief clerk of the store department 
of the illinois Central shops. About one- 
half of the 1,600 roundhouse and shop em- 
ployés attended the reception. 

While the men were eating their luncheon 
Mr. Carter walked among the dismantled 


locomotives and shook hands’with the men. 


When they had finished their lunches he as- 
cended a pile of iron driving wheels and 
scrapiron and began an appeal for support 
for the Republican city ticket, declaring that 
the eyes of the whole country were directed 


° to the Chicago campaign, and that people 


were waiting to see whether the working- 
men of the country were going tostand by 
the Republican party and the principle of 
protection. 


Mr. Carter to the Mechanics. 


“T believe every man present is proud of 
may 


like to have it be, but I think you will agree 
with me that it is the country that gives the 
greatest opportunity to its citizens. The 
Republican party has done more than any 
other to advance the interests of the people 
of this country. It has maintained that the 
best way to produce prosperity is to pro- 
tect the labor of this country. The Demo- 
cratic party told us it would create addi- 
tional prosperity and opportunity for the 
people. You know what the result was. 
The party that made those promises is the 
same that is now making promises in this 
city. Both John P. Altgeld and Carter H. 
Harrison advocated free silver. 

“The result of these Democratic mistakes 
ought to be a lesson to the mechanics and 
workmen ofthecountry.

In the afternoon Mr. Carter spent two 
hours at the Whitman & Marsh Manu- 
facturing company’s plant in West Pullman, 
going about with Superintendent H. A. Mar- 
tin, shaking hands with the men and occa- 
sionally stopping to talk politics with a 
foreman of a department. When he started, 
back to the city at 4 o’clock nearly all of 
the 600 employés were wearing Zina R. 
Carter buttons. 


_Mass-Meeting at Edgewater. 


For what was said to be the first time in 
the history of Edgewater a Republican 
mass-meeting was held there last night. Mr. 
Carter delivered a speech and expressed his 
opinion of the newspapers that are opposing 
his campaign. Judge Nathaniel C. Sears 
presided. The meeting was held in Guild 
‘Hall, which seats only 150 people, but the 
hall was crowded. 

“Some things are said in this campaign,”’ 
said Mr. Carter, “‘ that are rather surpris- 
ing. Men who for years have been advocat- 
ing improvement and refo in the city’s 
affairs, who cried for a law'to facilitate im- 
provement, called for the passage of the 
civil service law, and who have been plead- 
ing for its enforcement since it was adopt- 
ed, are now favoring the reélection of a man 
who has openly violated it. 

“There is an attempt on the part of some 
of the newspapers of this city to make it 

appear that there is only one issue in this 
campaign—to make a hero of a man for do- 
ing his duty, when public opinion would 
have made him do it. The men who are 
editing those papers have claimed for years 
to be in favor of civil service. But now, 
with Carter H. Harrison’s record of a police 
department levying blackmail, they are sup- 
porting Harrison. In order to hold this 
“young man up to his stand on the franchise 
, question they have bound themselves to sup- 
port his reélection. That is the logical con- 
clusion when editors who have been advo- 
cating reform for years take tne stand they 
have taken. 

*“ Today the Mayor says a bill is being held 
back behind the scenes at Springfield that 
is a vicious measure, in favor of the street 
car lines. Why doesn't he give the Illinois 
legizlators credit for repealing the Allen 
law? Why charge them with being about 
to violate the instructions under which they 
were elected?

* When I try to find out how a man will 
act under certain circumstarices I always try 
to put myself in his place and see how I 
should act. Supposing you and I were the 
head of that organization and had nominat- 
ed Mr. Carter and he comes to us after his 
election and --says, ‘I have made certain 
promises to the friends of civil service re- 
form in this city. What do you say about 
it?’ I think you would say as I should say: 
‘Mr. Carter, we want you to carry out those 
pledges to the utmost. We want you to 
give this city a good administration during 
the next two years, and we want your admin- 
istration.of that civil service law to be not 
only good, but, if sible, above suspi- 
cion.’ ”’ 

. Mr. Cannon in his address said there were 
business propositions connected with the 
coming election of ril 4, the City of Chi- 
cago being a busivvess corporation spending 
$17,000,000 of the people’s money each year, 
and that it should be so managed and ad- 
ministered that the greatest possible benefit 
would come back to the people for the great 
amount of money annually spent in Chicago..

He ought to be a man who will not 
use any one honest performance of his duty 
as a cloak to cover other misdeeds; a man 
who by his works will inspire the confidence 
of the people. Such: a man, my friends, I 
believe the Republican party has placed be- 
fore the electorate in this city in the person 
of Zina R. Carter.”” [Applause.] 

Mr. Sadler devoted much of his time to 
an exposure of the ‘“‘ Harrison methods of 
dealing with the civil service law.”

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MAYOR TALKS OF YERKES 


CONSIDERS THE TRACTION MAG- 
NATE’S ATTACKS BENEFICIAL. 


Declares He Is Glad He Is Not the Kind 
of Man Street Railway Corporations 
Want for the City’s Chief Executive 
~-Demands Four-Cent Fares and 
Compensation for the Use of Streets 


—Some Printers and Publishers In- ‘ 


dorse Harrison. 


“The attacks on my character which are 
being made daily by Charles T. Yerkes’ or- 
gan I consider the highest compliment that 
could be paid me,’’ was the remark made by 
Carter H. Harrison last night at three meet- 
ings which he addressed in the Thirty-fourth 
Ward. 

**It is a source of great pleasure for me 
to know I am not the sort of man he wants 
for Mayor,’ he continued, ‘‘ and I am gled 
he does not like me. Charles T. Yerkes 
hates me worse than John P. Altgeld hates 
me. I don’t blame him, for I have prevented 
his seizing $50,000,000 worth of public prop- 


‘erty and defeated his pet scheme. If these 


daily attacks had any effect upon me I 
would be black and blue al) over, but they 
have not.”” 

At Rosalie Hall, Fifty-seventh street and 
Rosalie court, Mr. Harrison spoke to an au- 
dience of 1,200 people. Among them were 
many cyclists, and the Mavor’s reference 
to ‘‘ my friends, the wheelmen,’’ was loudly 
applauded. He spoke next in the Arcade 
Theater at Pullman to an audience of 2,000 
people. Dr. Moore acted as chairman, and 
Commissioner McGann and Frank Walker 
were among the other speakers. His last 
meeting, attended by 1,500 people, was at 
the Calumet Theater, Ninety-second street 
and South Chicago avenue. The presiding 
officer at this meeting was F. J. Scofield, 
who was Assistant Attorney General under 
Governor Altgeld, and among the speakers 
were W. 8S. Forrest, D. A. Burns, and C. 
Porter Johnson. 


Claims Streets for the People. 

“The great corporations have been try- 
ing for years to rob the people of thiscity 
of rights which are common property among 
us all,’’ Mr. Harrison said ‘ Our streets 
above and below belong to the people, and 
no power has the right to use them or take 
them away without giving something in re- 
turn. If the streets and alleys of this city 
were divided among the registered voters 
there would be a building lot for every one. 

“If the corporations would pay a fair 
rental for the property they are using it 
would bring $10,000,000 yearly into the City 
Treasury, while the tax list nets only be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. This ques- 
tion must be decidec ~vithin a short time, and 
the effects of that decision will be felt for 
years to come. If the city were receiving 
compensation a fund would be created to 
make possible my idea that no property- 
owner should pay for pavement more than 
once. After he has laid it once the munici- 
pality should see that it is kept in repair 
forever. 

** We must have a four-cent fare, such as 
I can remember in existence on the old West 
Side lines. That company prospered so 
mightily that its stock advanced from $100 
a share to $650 and $700 a share. Since that 
time the cost of carrying passengers has 
greatly decreased, and the great increase 
in the population has made the traffic much 
larger and more profitable. If it was possi- 
ble for the companies to become wealthy on 
a four-cent fare whem the expenses were 
much higher it is certainly true that these 
companies would continue to make money 
under a return to the old system. 

“* There is only one other candidate in this 
fight. There is a man who thinks he is run- 
ning for office, but he is not. He is only 
walking. Altgeld does not want to be May- 
or; he only wants te defeat me, and has 
fixed upon municipal ownership to give him 
an excuse for his campaign outside the real 
one. Mr, Carter is a candidate, but he was 
nominated by Lorimer, and the connection 
can be traced back directly through John 
R. Tanner to Charles T. Yerkes. Altge'd is 
receiving his money from Yerkes; that makes 
it possibic for him to carry on his campaign, 
because Yerkes wants me defeated. He 
claims the funds come from his friends, but 
his friends are men who do not know how to 
hold their hands that way; they always 
carry them ready to have something dropped 
into them.”’

STORY ABOUT STREET CAR BILL. 


Mayor Harrison’s Rumor Finds No 
Foundation in Springfield—New | 
Act Impossible. 


Mayor Harrison said yesterday he had re- 
ceived information from Springfield that im- 
mediately after election a street railway bill 
would be introduced and passed by the 
Legislature. What manner of bill it would 
be he did not say, but he intimated it would 
be of a vicious character. He argued that 
this was a reason why he’should be re- 
elected under the claim that he is the only 
candidate able or willing to defend the inter- 
ests of the city against the street railway 
companies. No proof was given to support 
his belief, and the Republican managers 
openly scoffed at it. 


“It is but ina line with all the rest of these 


stories,’’ said Henry Hertz. ‘‘ Whenthe Re- 
publican county convention passed a resolu- 
tion demanding the repeal of the Allen law 
the Democrats said we did not mean it. 
When the Republicans in the House passed 
the repeal bill Mayor Harrison claimed it 
would be hung up in the Senate. Now the 
Senate has passed it and the Governor has 
signed it, so they are out claiming that an- 
other bill will be introduced after election. 
It is all nonsense.’’ | 
Springfield, Ill., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Harrison is quoted here as saying that 
immediately after the election there will be 
introduced in the House and Senate a street 
railroad bill for a thirty-year franchise. 
There was some talk about this two weeks 
ago. A contrary opinion is held now. The 
Legislature is scheduled to adjourn sine die 
on April 14. Senators Busse and Campbell, 
when interrogated about the street car bill 
tonight, declared emphatically to THE TrRIB- 
UNE correspondent that so far as they knew 
no street car bill would be introduced or was 
even under contemplation. They said, more- 
over, that no street car bill would be al- 
lowed to go through the Senate, no matter 
what it provided. It is doubtful, moreover, 
if it could get through the House. It would 
be worse than folly to offer it unless its 
passage were assured.

SAYS ALTGELD MOVE IS DYING. 


Robert E. Burke Declares the Ex-Gov- 
ernor’s Meetings Are Not Large- 
ly Attended. 


Secretary Burke of the Democratic Coun 
committee revived the cry yesterday that the 
Altgeld movement was dying, and predicted 
the obsequies would be the Altgeld meeting 


He gave .out figures on the. attendance at | 
the various .Altgeld meetings.on Tuesday 
evening and said the tota! was a little over 
1,900. Mr. Burke's figures gave an attend- 
ance of 650 at the Altgeld meeting at West 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall, while the esti- 
mate made by outside observers was 1,200. 

. The Democratic managers asserted Mayor 
Harrison would receive more votes than the 
other two: candidates combined, and offered 
to bet on it, though no money was putup. A 
couple of hats were wagered. When asked 


for ‘reasons and figures on their estimate 
none were forthcoming. 


It is probable the Mayor will be allowed to 
fill his speaking engagements this evening 
after all. On Monday the Council adjourned 
till this evening, nominally to take up the 
Wisconsin inland lakes ordinance, and 
Mayor Harrison set up the cry it was done 
to keep him away from meetings at which he 
was scheduled to appear. Talking of the 
matter last evening, Alderman Powers sald: 
**I imagine the Council will adjourn at 
once tomorrow night if the Mayor wishes it. 
The adjournment to Thursday was taken 
without any thought of interfering with the 
M:.yor’s engagements, and because a number 
of Aldermen have matters they want to get 
out of the way before the new Council takes 
hold. It is customary to hold an extra

MR. ALTGELD FACES A MEDLEY. 


Cheers for Harrison, Hisses, and Ap- 
pause at Some of His Meetings— 
| His Addresses. 


Cheers for Harrison, hisses and applause 
mingled greeted Johm P. Altgeld. iry his 
rounds of four meetings last night. No 
arrests were made, but the disturbers came 
dangerously near reaching that point. They 
were quickly singled out and ejected from 
the hall. There were rumors of “ thugs,”’ 
“packed meetings,’’ and other desquieting 
talk, but they falled to materialize. 

During the afternoon the Altgeld head- 
quarters in the Unity Building had been 
called up by telephone five or six times, and 
inquiries made as to the order.in which the 
ex-Governor would address the meetings. 
This caused a suspicion that something was 
afoot, and the Altgeld party made the rounds 
in-a condition of expectancy. Six policemen 
were in the hall at Thirty-fifth street and In- 
diana avenue, but their services were needed 
but once, when they put out of the hall a 
man who seemed bent on breaking up the 
meeting. 

The ex-Governor began his campaign la- 
bors of the evening at Freiberg’s Hall, 
Twenty-second and State streets. An au- 
dience of about 900 greeted him With wild 
applause, and Mr. Altgeld talked Without in- 
terruption. His was on four-cent 
street railway fares, municipal ownership of 
the car lines, eight-hour labor, aud an attack 
upon the Harrison administration. 

When Mr. Altgeld reached the hall at 
Thirty-fifth street and Indiana avenue he 
found a ripple of excitement. Lew Richard- 
son, Altgeld candidate for Alderman from 
the Fourth Ward, had just finished speaking 
and the disturber of his discourse was being 
ejected. The ex-Governor’s entrance was a 
signal for ‘‘Hurrah for Harrison’’ and hisses. 
When quiet was restored Mr. Altgeld went 
on with his speech, which he illustrated with 
a copy of a city Water Repair department 
pay roll he claimed was stuffed. There was 
a lack of enthusiasm at the meeting, which 
numbered about 1,000 people. 

Some of Mr. Altgeld’s admirers claimed 
“Doc” White had attempted to break up 
this meeting and had placed men at the 
doors and on the sidewalks to tell people 
that the meeting had been postponed. 

At Metropole Hall, 456 Thirty-first street, 
Mr. Altgeld was received with applause by 
500 persons. A few moments later a manin 


the gallery yelled ‘“‘ Hurrah for Harrison!” 
and 


started a free fight. Several men 
grabbed the disturber. The ex-Governor 
in the midst of the excitement said: ‘* He’s 
going out. That's the only one left. Sit 
down.” Then he resumed his speech. 

At the meeting at Kaiser Hall, 2990 Archer 
avenue, an audience of nearly 200 greéted 
Mr. Altgeld. Applause and interruptions. 
were mingled. One man kept cheering for 
Mayor Harrison, and a policeman was called 
and the offender ejected. It was a few min- 
utes after 11 o’clock when the speaker began 
his address. 

The ex-Governor said to his audience: 
‘The Municipal Voters’ league has under- 
taken to advise you what to do. Who are 
these self-appointed and self-confident Phar- 
isees, who are attempting your reform? 
It is true they manage to get associated, 
with them some good citizens, but that is 
not enough. These people get together and 
resolve they are your guardians. Then they 
try to collect all the money possible for 
their cause and handle it themselves. That. 
is pleasant, Indeed. To tell you the truth 
they have not as much interest in the wel- 
fare of the city as you have yourselves. 
Now, I say to you, rebuke these meddling, 
people who come in from the outside.
